I  am  happy  and  thrilled  to  get  your  letter  of  the  16th  inst.  with 
a  rewrite  of  the  obituary  of  James  W.  Tradition  has  it  that  James  died 
at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Rhoda  (Annis )  Wilmer.  home  on  the  Miami 
Road,  northwest  of  Bremen  and  about  4  miles  from  Lakeville.

These  do  not  show  on  the  photo-print.  My  thinking  is  that  James  W.  was 
born  in  1790  and  would  have  been  86  then  at  the  time  of  his  de«.th.  This 
would  put  him  in  the  80  yr  olds  as  shown  In  1870  census  of  Union  Twp. 

Gee  it’s  great  that  Mrs.  Michael  spotted  the  obituary.  When  you  have  the 
occassion  to  write  her  again  please  express  to  her  my  sincere  thanks.  And 
I  share  my  thanks  with  you  for  passing  the  information  along  to  me. 

Then  the  word  from  Cousin  Helen  that  the  birthplace  of  James  W.  was  stated 
as  Stamford,  Vt .  was  super,  super.  Perhaps  it  means  that  we  can  quite 
looking  for  a  non-existent  city  of  Bedford,  Vt.  The  1800  U.S. Census  lists 
a  Jacob  Annis  ,  1-2-1  at  Sunderland,  Bennington  county.  Vt .  Stamford  is 
in  the  same  county,  close  to  the  Mass  state  Line.  2  for  the  number  of 
children  in  Jacob's  family  does  not  fit  but  how  is  one  to  know  where  a 
third  child  may  have  been.  (Augustus,  David  and  James  ?)  There  were 
other  families  of  Annises  in  this  area.

Known  members  of  the 
group  were  the  families  of  Henry  C.,  Abner,  and  Ezra  Hathaway;  the 
Reeds,  Whitakers  and  Dawsons.  "

He  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  St.  Joseph  County.  Mr.  Annis  moved  to  this  county  in  181*6 
from  Washington  County  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth.  He  was  twice 
married  and  was  the  father  of  sixteen  children.  He  leaves  3!?  grand¬ 
children  and  a  host  of  friends  to  mourn  his  departure.  Mr.  Annis  and 
wife  were  for  years  members  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren  in 
Christ.  The  funeral  and  interment  took  place  at  the  Union  Church  con¬ 
ducted  by  J.D.  Covers tone.

111  and  asked  me  to  lo  jU  for  ;ome  information  on  tho  Annis  family.  Jho  has 
been  trying  to  help  Helen  (/amis)  Peterson.  I  picked  up  some  information  from 
the  Vital  records  in  Mass*  but  we  don't  have  Vital  records  for  Vermont.  If  Janes 
V/.  Aniiis  had  only  been  born  in  Hanoi  However,  just  before  the  library  closed 
last  night  I  noticed  a  number  of  books  from  -.ssex  Institute  in  .  asex  Co.  Hass. 

I  want  to  check  then.  I  am  sending  you  conies  of  tiio  information  tint  I  gathered 
for  Mrs.  Michael. 


Mrs.  Michael  also  sent  me  the  obituary  of  James.  7.  Annio.  I  missed  it. 

"Lakeville,  June  l£,  1876  -  Janes  Annio,  one  of  the-  old  pioneers  of  this 
part  of  the  county,  died  on  tho  10th  instance  of  old  age  and  general 
debility.  He  was  the  oldest  nan  in  Union  tomship."  Mrs.  Michael  then 
commented,  "I  then  checked  through  the  1870  Union  tap.  consus  to  see  how 
his  age  (72)  given  in  that  census,  compared  to  others  in  the  tovnship- 
and  found  many  in  their  late  70' s,  many  in  their  80's,  and  even  one  man  of 
90.  This  would  been  to  boar  out  tho  statement  that  he  ’./as  the  oldest  man 
in  the  county- the  90  year  old-  a  Hr.  Fisher-  was  dead  by  1876-but  certainly 
not  all  the  others-so  his  given  age  of  76  must  have  been  wrong. " 


I'rs.  Michael  thought  that  James  /.  and  Elizabeth  wero  married  in  Latrrenco 
Co.  Ind.  but  thoir  is  a  volume  of  early  naisringes  of  La-ronco  Co.  in  tho 
library  but  they  are  not  listed.

Annis* s  brothers  and  sisters.  Page  FIVE  names  of  the  children  of Augustus 
Annis  and  their  age.  All  of  pages  1,  2,  4,  and  5  and  the  deaths  in  the 
family  which  occured  prior  to  1865  which  are  recorded  on  page  5  were 
written  by  the  same  hand  in  "Graphic  Script  Bold".  Deaths  occuririg 
between  1867-Elizabeth  Davis  Annis  and  1927-  Elizabeth  Annis  Kidder 
were  written  by  more  than  one  hand.  No  entry  was  made  after  1927. 

I  have  the  negatives  and  photo-copies  of  the  five  pages  of  family 
record  as  they  appear  in  the  bible.  AAA 
The  bible  ,  a  large  book,  is  an  1864  edition.  Now  (1968)  in  possession 
of  Mrs.  Pauline  Peavy,  Military  Road,  Lincoln  Center,  Maine---a  great 
grand  daughter  of  James  W.  and  Elizabeth  Davis  Annis. 

Elizabeth  (ANNIS)  Kidder,  the  13th  child  of  James  W.  and  Elizabeth 
Davis  Annis  was  the  wife  of  Rev,  Crandall  E  Kidder.  The  bible  was  used 
by  Rev.  Kidder  during  a  part  of  his  ministry.

James  W  Annis  lived  in  Washington  county,  near  Saltillo (Saltillos- 
ville,  Indiana.  Moved  to  St.  Joseph  county.  Union  Township,  Indiana 
in  the  Fall  of  1845.  Settled  on  a  farm  located  about  10  miles  south 
of  South  Bend  and  about  two  miles  south  of  what  is  now  (1968)  known 
as  the  Quinn  Road  and  the  intersection  with  the  Turkey  Creek  Road 
(now  known  as  the  Miami  Road (1968)  The  farm  is  now  owned  by  a  Mr.  Becker 
This  was  his  second  location.  First  was  built  somewhat  further  to  the 
south  and  just  north  of  the  Shively  Road.  Charles  Wilmer,  a  great  grand 
son  of  James  W  and  Elizabeth  Annis  now  resides  on  the  farm. 

Quoting  from  a  letter  I  received  from  V/alter  Ray  Annis  on  Sept . 14 , 1957 ; 

"  I  walked  over  this  ground,  found  the  clear  cool  water  still  flowing 
from  the  spring  from  which  the  Annis  pioneers  drank.  It  is  now  flowing 
into  a  drainage  ditch.  I  walked  through  the  Woods  east  of  the  ditch  and 
dreamed  of  the  original  Annis  playground. 

I  asked  Charles  Wilmer  if  he  thought  James  W.  Annis  had  a  lane  from 
the  East-West  road  to  the  buildings  in  the  woods  along  the  east  bank 
of  the  creek.  He  said"No,  but  from  the  higher  ground  further  east." 

Charles  remembers  when  Mrs.  William  Huff  and  her  sister-in-lav;,  Mrs 
"Si"  Annis, my  grandmother  ,  came  out  to  the  VJilmer  farm  from  Bremen  to 
visit  his  mother,  Mrs.  Edwin  Wilmer.  They  pointed  out  the  spot  east  of 
the  creek  as  the  site  of  the  original  cabin.  Mrs.  Huff  emphasized  her 
story  by  saying  that  she  could  remember  when  panthers  roamed  the  woods 
surrounding  their  cabin." 

"Charles  Wilmer  further  states  that  near  this  spring  during  a  great 
part  of  each  year  there  was  a  wide  strip  of  water  very  much  like  a  wide 
shallow  river.  The  outline  of  this  old  river  bed  is  still  plainly 
visible.  He  says  that  south  a  short  distance  where  the  river  crossed  the 
road  was  a  long  wooden  bridge  almost  t?/o  blocks  long.  In  fact  all  this 
immediate  country  was  a  great  swamp  area.  But  a  short  distance  east  of 
the  site  of  the  spring  the  land  suddenly  gets  a  great  deal  higher  and 
It  is  here  that  he  thinks  James  W  Annis  and  his  family  built  their 
first  cabins  In  St. Joseph  county." 


The  reader  will  readily  ascertain  that  there  exists  a  large  degree 
of  disagreement  as  to  the  true  facts  which  are  of  great  importance 
in  this  research  ,  (1)  the  date  of  birth  of  Jame3  Annis,  son  of  Jacob 
(1763 )  and  (2)  the  place  of  birth.  James,  son  of  Jacob,  Thetford,  Vt. 
or  James  W,  my  great  grandfather,  with  family  tradition  as  Bedford,  Vt. 

The  following  sources  of  information  lists  no  town  or  township  in 
Vermont  by  the  name  of  BEDFORD: 

(a)  The  first  U.S.  Census,  1790 

(b)  Thompsons  "History  of  Vermont".  Authority  on  early  name  changes 
of  early  towns. 

(c )  Vermont  Revolutionary  Rolls.  Has  index  of  men  and  towns. 

(d )  Mr.  Alfred  L  Rowe,  Researcher  for  the  New  Hampshire  Historical 
Society  writes  (1964):"  I  notice  that  the  birthplace  of  your 
James  W  Anni3  is  given  as  NEAR  BEDFORD,  Vermont.  There  is  no 
Bedford,  Vermont  and  never  has  been." 

From  THE  NOTES  of  Alonzo  Annes,  lines  19,38,49,163,  and  167  is  shown 
that  Alanson  B.  Annis  corresponded  quite  extensively  with  Mr.  Annes. 
Note  that  Alanson  B.  aged  46  is  listed  as  a  member  of  the  family  of 
Augustus  Annis  on  Page  Five  ,  the  records  in  the  James  TV. Annis  family 
bible.  From  the  "History  of  the  town  of  Conesus,  Livingston  county, N.Y. 
1887,  by  William  P .Boyd" — Alanson  Annis  born  19  April  1814  in  Livonia. 
Held  several  town  offices.  Influential.  No  sons,  daughter  Helen 
married  Frank  Shafer,  10  Sept.  1879." 

From  the  "History  of  Livingston  County,  N.Y.  1861  by  James  H. Smith: 
Livonia, 

Edgar  S.Anni3  had  a  son  Irving,  born  8  April  1868 

Augustus  Annis,  born  1824.  d.  1873.  Had  son  Myron  H.P.,  born 

25  Nov.  1861.  " 

COMMENT:  It  is  this  AUGUSTUS  that  is  listed  In  the  Annis  bible  as 
aged  42  years.  Thi3  was  recorded  in  1865.  1865  less  42  makes  It  almost 

a  bull’s  eye — 1823.  Of  interest  to  this  research — "Livonia,  Livingston 
county,  N.Y.  Augustus  Anni3  of  Livonia  to  ANNISVILLE  Cemetery  Associa¬ 
tion.  Real  Estate  transaction.  Lib. 34,  page  326. 


Mrs.  Michael  then  commented:"  I  then  checked  through  the  1870  Union  twp 
census  to  how  how  his  age  (72)  given  In  that  census,  compared  to  others 
in  the  township  and  found  many  in  their  late  70' s,  many  In  their  80's 
and  even  one  man  of  90.  This  would  seem  to  bear  out  the  statement  that 
he  was  the  oldest  man  in  the  county- -the  90  year  old.  A  Mr.  Fisher  was 
dead  by  1876,  but  certainly  not  all  the  others,  so  his  given  age  of  72 
must  have  been  wrong.  "(End  of  her  statement.) 

COMMENT:  Note  that  neither  his  age  nor  the  date  of  his  birth  is  given

Union  Twp.,  Indiana  each  show  three  different  years  for  the  birth 
of  James  W.  Annis,  1794,  1790,  and  1797. 

The  first  entry  of  record  in  the  family  bible  of  James  W  Annis 
shows  confusion.  An  original  date  was  erased  In  part  and  1779 
super-imposed.  Traces  of  a  "9"  can  he  seen  as  the  original  third 
digit. 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  James  W. Annis  was  much  older  than 
his  wife.  If  James  was  born  In  1790,  he  married  at  the  age  of  30 
and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  was  18  yrs  of  age.  A  difference  of  12  years 
in  their  ages.

(5)  The  date  would  not  conflict  with  the  family  tradition  that 
James  W  Annis  was  much  older  than  his  wife,  Elizabeth.  The 
difference  of  their  ages  would  be  eleven-years-  twelve  yrs.

Comment  by  AAA:  This  record  shows  that  Benjamin  and  family  moved  from 
Indiana  to  Iowa  after  the  birth  of  Eliza  Jane  in  1846  and  before  the 
birth  of  Laura  E.  In  1849.  The  date  of  this  move  coincides  closely 
with  the  northern  movement  of  James  W. Annis  from  Washington  county 
to  St Joseph  county  In  Fall  of  1845. 

I  find  this  conflicting  statement:  from  the  notes  of  Alonzo  Arnes 
Is  found  the  following  "  Polly  born  March  27,  1823.  d.  July  24,  1886. 
m.  Benjamin  F. Driskell  who  died  in  Omaha,  Nebr.  to  which  city  they 
removed  shortly  after  their  marriage."  I  do  not  know  the  author  of  this 
statement  and  feel  that  the  census  record  gives  the  true  picture.

Comment  by  AAa: 

This  record  shows  that  the  Benjamin  Driskell  family  moved  from 
Jefferson  Twp.,  Iowa  and  by  1880  their  son  Lewis  had  established  a 
home  in  Nebraska  and  the  first  born  Francis (male )  to  have  been  born 
in  Nebraska  abt .  1866.  Polly  (Annis)  Driskel  was  living  with  son 
Lewis.  I  have  no  record  of  Benjamin  except  that  he  was  born  in  1817 
in  Campbe llsburg ,  Washington  county,  Indiana. 

I  have  a  death  certificate  of  Lewis  W. Driskell,  Sarpy  county, 
Springfield,  Nebr.  (Date  of  burial  June  20,1927)  The  Springfield  area 
was  served  at  that  time  by  The  Papillion  Times,  Paillion,  Nebr.  I  wrote 
to  the  TIMES  requesting  that  they  look  for  obituary;  Their  reply 
dated  May  2,  1964  "Sorry  to  say  we  can  not  find  any  obituary  for  ^olly 
Driskell" 

Roxanna,  daughter  of  Lewis,  born  abt  1873(1880  Census  gives  age  as  7yrs) 
married  a  Taylor,  had  one  child  Pearl  born  1901.  Pearl  is  now  (1967) 
Mrs.  Theodore  J.Reuting,  1816  Lothrop,  Omaha,  Nebr.  I  have  talked  with 
her  over  the  telephone  and  have  exchanged  several  letters.  Could  give 
very  little  help.  She  wrote  that  Lewises  second  wife  burned  all  the 
records  about  the  Driskell  family  that  shj^e  could  find.  Laura  E. 
Driskell  married  a  Jim  Huff  at  Fremont,  Nebraska.  Their  son  Lee  Huff 
had  the  Buick  dealership  in  Omaha  about  1909. 

Permit  me  to  note  a  little  background  on  the  DRISKELL  family. Given  to 
me  by  Warren  D .Driskell , 2408  Coffman  Ave . ,  Casper,  Wyoming.  April  23, 
1964.

This 
sepulcher  was  in  part  a  natural  cave  in  the  rocks  of  a  hillside.  It  was 
constructed  so  as  to  have  ample  room  for  three  bocies:  himself,  his 
wife,  and  an  unmarried  invalid  son,  Isaac  Newton  (Isak  K. )  who  lived 
with  his  father  until  his  death,  around  thirty  years  of  age.  The  mouth 
of  this  sepulcher  was  walled  up  after  burial.
